The dol- 
lar money collected during his admin 
intration reached three hnndred and 
fifty thousand dollars Bo well pleased 
was the connection with his service 
rendered, that in May, 1896, by the 
General Conference that convened in 
Wilmington, N. C., he was elected 
Bishop, May 11th, 1896, and assigned 
to the Tenth Episcopal Distriot, the 
«ame embracing the States of Louisi- 
ana and Texas. 

On entering upon the labors in his 
dintrict, his very nauſe gave fresh life 
and prestige to the work. The first 
convention of ministers and laymen 
over held in this connection anywhere 
was calied to order and presided over 
by him in Jane of 1897, at Paul Quinn 
College, Waco, Texas. It gave to the 
institation, ministers and laity such 
new life, that they have *inco that time, 
exhibited interests never seen before. 
Five hundred delegates were present 
at this convention. Three hundred 
dollars were placed on the table in 
one bour and twenty minutes, and in 
another hour and forty minutes two 
thousand dollars were sabscribed with 
agreement of instalments of immedi- 
ate payment on or by 1900. 

He was a member of the convention 
in 1872 that nominated General U. 8. 
Grant. He served two terms in the 
Florida legislature as representative 
from Columbia county. He was Grand 
Master of the Masons four years in 
the state of Texas, which endeared him 
to the craft. He was Trustee of Pan! 
Qainn College eighteen years an 
came to its rescue just in time of the 
invtitation's peril and danger. He was 
a Trastee of Wilberforce University 
and Payne Seminary, He has built 
the following churches: Lake City, 
Fla., 1; Belville, Fla., 1; Jasper, Fla., 
I; Dallas, Texas, I; remodeled, Gal 
veaton, Texas, I. 

Bishop J. H. Armstrong, D. D., 
« man of great execntive ability, far 
seeing and a wise judge of human na- 
ture. His honesty and integrity were 
unquestigqped by all who knew him, or 
had any Vhsiness with him. He was 
true to a friend fo the last, nor was 
any «acrifice too great for him to make 
for one, so that it is proverbial of him 
to be «tyled Honest Joe 

He was author of What Communi- 
cation Hath Light With Darkness?” 
and ©Armstrong's Defense on Bap- 
iam. He was classed as one of the 
best business men in the entire con- 
nection. Wherever the interests of 
bis ruce was at stake you” could 
count on Bishop J. H. Armstrong, 
whether present or a thousand miles 
away. As a husband he had no snpe- 
rior; at his home he labored to make 
one feel pleasant, as if identifed with 
the family. 

He departed this life March 234 at 
3:30 Am., 1898, in the fnllest tri 
umph of Christian faith, and while 
nearing The Crossing preached all 
day and lectared, the brethren and 
friends around bis bedside, iusisting 
upon all, the neceasity of buihling

Rt. Rev. Josiah Haynes Armstrong, 
D. D., late Bishop of the Tenth Epis- 
copal District of the African Methodist 
Episcopal Church was born in Lau- 
caster county, Pa, on the 30th day of 
May, 1842. He enlisted in the United 
States army in 1863 (late war) and 
served until its close in 1865 —honor- 
ably discharged and mustered ont in 
Jacksonville, Fla. He located in the 
state of Florida, at Jacksonville. He 
was converted and joined Monnt Zion 
X. M. E. Church during*the adminis- 
tration of Rev. William Bralwell. He 
was subsequently licensed to preach 
by the Quarterly Conference of the 
said church. 

He entered the itinerant ministry 
of the A. M. E. Church March 29, 
1869, his first appointment being La- 
villa Cirenit, Duval county, near Jack- 
sonville, Fla. His second appointment

by Bishop Jno. M. Brown, D. D., D. 
C. L. He was transferred to Texas 
Conference in 1880, and appointed to 
the pastorate of Reedy Chapel, Galves- 
ton, Texas by Bishop T. M. D. Ward, 
D. D. Here he served four years with 
nnbroken success, peace and great 
prosperity. Theuce he was appointed 
to Bethel chnrch, Dallas, Texas, by 
Bishop R. H. Cain, D. D. He remain- 
ed in Dallas four years, during which 
time he arranged for and superinteud- 
ed the building from commencement 
to finish of the present neat brick edi- 
fice. 
He was a member of the constitu- 
tional Convention in 1867, Tallahassee, 
Fla., representing Columbia county. 
\fter the constitation was submitted 
to the people and adopted, he was 
elected to the legislature in 1868, 1869, 
1870, 1871, 1872, 1873, 1874 and 
1875, but was defeated in the elec- 
tion of 1876, when the state hal snch 
a time abont the Retaruing Board, 
about the election of Rntherford B. 
Hayes, a+: President of the United 
States. 
While a member of the Legislature, 
1873, it was on his motigqn that Rev. 
M. M. Moore, D. D., was elected as 
one ofthe pages wf the Legizlature and ] 
continued in such positiou for several 
years. 
In 1872 there were only three Pre- 
si ding Elder Districts in the state of 
Florida, Rev. T. W. Long, Rev. C. H. 
Pearce and Rev. J. H. Armstrong, were 
the Presiding Elders. 
It is often said of J. H. Armstrong, 
that while Presiding Elder, he walked 
more than he rode. -He has been known 
to walk twenty miles between appoint- 
ments to preach three times a day; he 
never allowed the want of a vehicle to 
disappoint a congregation, if it was in 
the radius of thirty miles. He is said 
to have walked more than all the Pre- 
ei ding Elders pnt together in Florida. 
He licensed the Rev. M. M. Moore 
to preach in 18—— He was one of 
the best organizers that the stite of 
Florida ever had. He organized more 
Missions, laid out more cireuits, built 
up more places and made more stations 
than any of his predecessors or his 
auccessors. He was Secretary of the 
Florida Annual Conferences from 
March 4th, 1869, to February 2nd, 1879. 
In 1888, was appointed to Metropol- 
itan Ch reh, Austin, Texas, by Bishop 
A. W. Wayman, D. D. During this 
year, some trouble ocenrred in Reedy 
Chapel, Galvaston. On account of his 
relation to the people of Galveston and 
the confidence imposed in and respect 
for him, Bishop Grant, D. D., fonnd 
it necexsary to remove him to Galves- 
ton to adjust aud vettle the difficulties 
then existing. On his second term he 
remained three years aud was Then ap- 
pointed Presiding Elder of the Hons- 
ton Distriot by Bishop A. CGraut, D. 
D., where hoe remained until 
1892, when the General Quufepence 
evuvened bn Þ 0 
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character, He retained to the last 
moment his conscionsness and ex 
pressed a strong desire to live and do 
more, if he could, for Jesus and His 
cause, but was resigned to the will of 
God, He leaves a wife, sister, two 
brothers, the united ministry and in- 
numerable friends to monrn the loss 
and yet to praise Almighty God that 
our loss is Heaven's and His gain.

We are not building, repairing and 
enlarging churches one-third as fast as 
we did before the Church Exrtension 
Society was established in our con- 
nection. Two-thirds of our Pastors 
aud Trustees are waiting to borrow 
money from the Church Extension De- 
partment, who could raise all the 
mone? the“ wisb to barrow, while 
they are waiting. Aud een whet they 
borrow money from the Department, 
they never mean to pay a cent of it 
back. - Dr. Shaffer has in our hands 
now, for collection; thonsands of dol- 
lars of borrowed money in Georgia 
and Alabama, and but for the fact that 
Dr. Shafer has ordered us not, we 
would publish through the Vorcs or 
Misstoxs the names of the places 
which have borrowed money to build 
and improve, and in some instances 
where the monies have been misappro- 
priated, aud yon cannot get the people 
to even pay the interest on the money, 
when in some instances it does not 
amount to over a couple of dollars a 
year, yet when they borrowed tho 
money from the Church Extension De 
partment they knew that they bal to 
pay principal aad interest back to the 
PII and thus keep up a fund 
to help other churches in like strug- 
gling condition. We never did favor 
the Church Extension Department, 
becanse we expected this state © 
things, and after the General *Confer- 
ence passed the law, we tried to keep 
the Bishops from appointing a Secre- 
tary at the head of it, because we did 
uot believe that half of our preachers 
and officers had honor enough to keep 
their word and comply with their con- 
tract, and the bills which Dr. Shaffer 
has placed in onr hands demonstrates 
that we were right.

In the last ten years, in which the 
governtnent has had to fight a great | 
deal against the gcarcity of money, It 
has decided to sell tie offices to rich 
people, even If they have not taken the 
state examinations, If they only pay 
the required amount.

Denen, Txtas, June 19, 1898. 
Enron Volk or Missions: 

I don't know that men of my color 
are admitted to a place on your list of 
correspondents, but it is in my mind 
to gay & few things to you aud you gan 
print them if you like. 

I am a local preacher in the M. E. 
Church, South. I am a native Texan 
and therefore belong- to that class of 
men who respect the color line, and 
at the same time have good feeling for 
the man on the other side of it. 

Yon have two enemies among the 
white people. Ons who denies to you 
the right to be  prosperons or intelli- 
gent, who will not believe that there 
is honor among your men or purity 
among your women. Men who, if 
they could, would stamp the black race 
oat of existence. The other, a canting 
hypoerite who at the expense of self- 
respect and for purposes purely selfish 
if not nefarions, tgnorey the color 
line to his own great damage and to 
your injury. But the two classes en- 
stitute a very small per cent of the 
white population of the south. I have 
never been in the immediate vicinity 
of one of the lynchiugs, but I know 
the temper of the people, and I «ay to 
you. it is the crime"rather than color, 
and like all other kinds of lynch law 
it will surely stop only when there are 
no more cases to lynch. There are, 
as yon know, nambers of white men 
lynched in the south, and north, too, 
for that matter, bnt the northern 
newspapers are not so active in pub- 
lishing them.

Parrish, D. D., paid to Brother Jack 
son $280 on an old acconnt. We paid 
him since November 1st, on salary for 
this conventional year up to July let in- 
cluding, $50; sent by brethren of North 
Carolina, $351,60. Paid Rev. J. O. 
Hayes, $161; Rev. J. Tule, $284.11; 
Rev. J. I. Bnchannan, $105; Brother 
Eben 8. P. Koti, $60. This will leave 
a balance of $239.29 due our Mission- 
aries, and add to this $200 for August 
and yon will see we need $439.29 by 
Sep*ember to go to the National Con- 
vention at Kansas City, ont of debt to 
onr Mesionaries, instead of $298 as 
appeared in yont paper last week, It 
was a typographical error in the copy 
sent from our plate. The Baptists of 
Pennsylvania gave $150 last year. 
They have given$198 in the past nine 
months of this conventional year. I. 
will be seen the Bapt ts of the Key- 
stone State have doue more in nine 
months than for the whole of last year, 
besides keeping Brother Chilembwe 
in school.
